WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—(4)—

SOUTH GEORGIA, Feb. 24.—They’re turning the “Land of Cotton” for the new 1946 


crops—peanuts, tobacco and shipping plants.

ing their way through the roof of 
their one-story barracks. 


Guards and bloodhounds from 
the South camp, the River camp 


and the Ben Hill camp, as well as 


Fulton county police and Georgia 
State patrolmen were on the trail 
of the escapes, who made their 
break for freedom at about 9 p. m. 

Leading the search was Warden 
S. G. Dutton, only recently made 
head of the camp. 


Traffic in East Point was jam- 
med as police made a thorough 
check of the trackless trolleys and 
automobiles. Two or more police 
men entered each trolley and care- 
fully scrutinized all passengers. 


Officials at the South camp said 


‘some of the escapes were long- 
_ term convicts, with sentences rang- 


ing up to 55 years. Some, however, 
were under only six-month terms. 


SHOTS FIRED 


Officials said the break was dis- 
covered at once, and that guards 
fired two shots as the convicts ran 
for freedom. 

There were no indications any 
convicts were hit.

MOULTRIE, Feb. 24.—Fire de- 


stroyed the plant of the, T. F. Tay- 
lor Fertilizer Works early Sunday. 
The loss was estimated by George 
F. Hunt, chief of the fire depart- 
ment, and T. F. Taylor, owner of 
the plant, which was housed in a 
warehouse constructed of wood 
and tin and with a floor space 
of 55,000 square feet, at approxi- 
mately $225,000. About 2,000 tons 
of fertilizer had been sacked up, 
and raw materials with which to 
mix several thousand more tons 
were stored in the plant, Taylor 
said. Explosions of. nitrate of 
soda, acid and ammonia were 
heard for more than a mile. Hunt, 
who has been fire chief here 
for over 30 years, expressed the 
opinion the fire had been smoul- 
dering several hours before it 
broke out and was discovered. 
Hunt said water was poured into 
the flaming building at the rate 
of 96,000 gallons an hour for six 
hours before the fire was extin- 
guished. 

The destruction of the plant 
comes as a serious loss to the 
farmers because of the shortage 
of fertilizer. 


Brownell To Quit

A three-man senate subcommittee 
may agree this week on the terms 
of armed service merger legisla- 
tion proposing autonomy for the 
|' Army Air Forces. 

Headed by Chairman Thomas, 
Democrat, Utah, the military sub- 
committee reportedly hopes for a 
decision at a Tuesday meeting on 
biggest unsolved problem— 
whether to recommend one or 
three cabinet members to direct 
the proposed new integrated set- 
up 

Military officials who have had 
a look at a half dozen or more 
suggested drafts of the bill said 
there seems little doubt that the| 
subcommittee will recommend sep- 
arate status—equal to that of the 
Army and Navy—for the Army 
Air Forces. 
| If the subcommittee plumps for 
a single cabinet member it will 
be a victory for Army leaders 
who have favored such a course. 

A new cabinet officer for air, 
if one is recommended, would be 
in the nature of a compromise that 
meets the Navy viewpoint official- 
ly expressed by Secretary Forres- 
tal. 

In any event, senators familiar 
with the matter said the three- 
member group agreed that there 
must be unity of command. 

For this purpose the committee 
was said to be leaning toward re- 
tention of the joint wartime chiefs 
of staff organization as the co- 
ordinating body that would make 
final decisions of military policy.

Chester Bowles Promotion 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill, whose column usually appears 
here, is making a study of European occupation zones.) 


WASHINGTON.—The first great crisis in the palace politics 
of the Truman administration has just occurred. OPA Administra- 
tor Chester Bowles goes up, to become stabilization director. 
OWMR Director John Snyder, hitherto the President’s chief ad- 
visor, goes down, losing to Bowles all his major economic powers. 
But since palace politics determine administration policies, the 
crisis has more far-reaching implications. 

After long, almost unchallenged predominance, the business- 
minded group of the President’s old Missouri friends has suffered 
a serious defeat in the competition for Truman’s ear and confi- 
dence. Hereafter, they will have trouble enforcing their policy of 
appeasing large business interests to the maximum extent com- 
patible with the Democratic party’s desire for the labor vote. Gov- 
ernmental dealings with business will tend to return to the New 
Deal form. The New Dealers’ flight from the Truman administra- 
tion may even be reversed. 

Why all these things are so can best be seen in the history of 
the crisis itself. The struggle which briefly caused the White House 
to rock and quake with inner tensions had its immediate beginning 
in the steel price and wage negotiations. As reported in this 
space last week, Bowles’ opposition to generous price increases for 
the steel industry had caused him to be excluded from Snyder's 
talks with Fairless and other steelmasters. At the end of last 
week Snyder and the steelmasters tentatively agreed on a price 
increase in the neighborhood of, $6 per ton. 

Snyder could grant such a price increase, but Bowles 


was 


needed to continue the price control program after it was granted. 


Bowles’ staff, scenting that the concession to the steelmakers would 
b° generous, cried out against appeasement and passed the word 
in Washington that Bowles would leave if the break in the price 
line were too great. Accordingly, Truman and Snyder sent for 
Bowles, who had departed for Florida in disgust at the Snyder 
policy of appeasing the businessmen. Snyder's tentative agreement 
with the steelmasters was outlined to Bowles at a White House 
meeting with the President. He promptly said he could not go 
along. 


Bowles was in the happy position 
Enter Elder Statesmen of being an essential man. He had 
become the symbol of price control. The anti-inflation machinery 
depended upon him, since most of the key men in the OPA staff 
intended to follow him out of the government, which would have 
left the organization in ruins. Accordingly, Bowles’ refusal to go 
along precipitated a major crisis. As elder statesmen, with long expe- 
rience in the field of price control and economic stabilization, Secre- 
taries Byrnes and Vinson were called upon for advice. They sharp- 
ly denounced Snyder's stand, and even criticized as excessive the 
$4 per ton price increase for the steel industry which Bowles had 
agreed to approve. B. M. Baruch, also called in, favored a higher 
price increase, and the steel industry’s representatives indicated 
they would not settle for Bowles’ figure of $4. 

There followed several days of turmoil, at the end of which 
Bowles, losing hope, presented a ietter of resignation to the Presi- 
dent. The President, whose whole inclination was to support 
Snyder, decided to tell Bowles to go home if he wished to. But 
Byrnes and Vinson urged upon him the immensely grave conse- 
quences of such a step, and Postmaster General Hannegan inter- 
vened to warn him he could not afford to lose Bowles. At length 
the present compromise was worked out, under which the steel 
industry’s price increase was set halfway between the Snvder and 
Bowles figures: Snyder lost to Bowles his chief powers over the 
economy, and Paul Porter replaced Bowles as OPA administrator. 


Behind this conflict of personali- 
New Deal Resurgence ties, there was a fundamental issue. 
Bowles and those who supported him believe that prosperity can 
best. be achieved by maintaining mass purchasing power at a high 
level, which means high wages and low prices. Snyder and his 
friends assert that high business profits are the source of pros- 
perity, which means higher prices if wages are to be raised. In 
considerable agony, and with great reluctance, Truman has now 
accepted the purchasing power theory. 

It is a theory dear to the old New Deal crowd, of which the 
exceedingly able Porter is a younger member. It will influence 
government economic policy hereafter. 

It must be added that Messrs. Snyder, Allen, Vaughn and the 
rest of the previously predominant group of Presidential cronies will 
no doubt continue as close as ever to their old friend. On Saturday, 
after the Bowles-Snyder compromise had been worked out in 
detail, the arrangements were almost upset by Snyder’s plaints to 
the President. It remains to be seen whether men like Bowles and 
Vinson, who have high standing and great responsibilities but are 
not personally close to Truman, can stave off the cronies in the 
crises of palace politics which will undoubtedly follow this one.

Pearl Harbor 
Inquiry a Disgrace 


WASHINGTON. — After three 
public hearings, the joint congressional investi- 
gation of the Pear! Harbor disaster has tinally 

come to a close. It remains only for the committee to take a few 
odds and ends of testimony, and then write its formal report. 

During the long period of the hearings, the committee interrogated 
some 39 witnesses, including practically every official, high aad 
low, who was in position to know something about the causes 
leading up to the disaster. 


A total of 69 volumes of testimony was developed. The hearings 
alone ran to more than 13,000 pages—several millions of woras. 
Those who have covered the hearings throughout say that little, 
if anything, new has been added to the Pearl Harbor controversy. 
Nothing of an important nature has been produced that had not 
been developed in the five previous investigations of the subject. 
On the constructive side, therefore, the net results of the 
congressional inquiry may be said to be absolutely nil. 
On the destructive side, however, 


The Destructive Side we have the testimony of various 


expert witnesses that the hearings have cost the United States 
an advantage in international military intelligence competition 
that will take us years to overcome. 

What the committee did in its reckless pursuit of facts was to 
reveal to the world our military intelligence secrets of prime 
importance. It made an open disclosure of the. methods we have 
used in cracking the secret codes of other nations. 

Just how important that is may be seen from a statement by 
Capt Edwin T. Layton, Pacific fleet intelligence officer during 
the war, that if the codes had not been broken “the war would 
still be going on.” 

“If another war comes,” 
in the fine shape it was.”

It later was shown, after davs of investigation, that no s 
message ever was intercepted, and that if one had come thro 
it would have been of no importance, since we already 
superior intelligence of Japanese plans.

The World Point of View 


NEW YORK.—I waited until I came home to say something which 


has been on my mind for a long time. 


When you are on the continent 


of Europe, facing the needs of human beings, the dispute over rights 
and wrongs between American management and labor suddenly falls 


into perspective. 


You know just one thing—that, between them, they 


are adding to the sum total of the greatest misery the world has ever 
seen, for the world sorely needs the products which only we today 


are able to make. 


I BELIEVE the Lord spared 
this country so that we might 
give spiritual, moral and physical 
leadership to the world, and I 


cannot help feeling that failing to 
give leadership when it is so bad- 
ly needed will boomerang on our 
own heads. This is no time for 
men and women of narrow vision. 
This is a time when I believe tne 
Lord meant our whole nation to 
be great and, in its greatness, to 
give the world hope for the fu- 
ture. 


Our industrialists have shown 
that they are capable of great 
vision. As a people we have a 
genius for managerhent and the 
know-how in mechanical and en- 
gineering processes. That is what 
has made us such a great indus- 
trial nation. 


Let us not forget, however, that 
our population is made up of peo- 
ple from every country in the 
world. Their hearts reach back, 
by a thousand memories and the 
ties of love, to the countries of 
their origin and to the people who 
today are suffering in ways that 
we scarcely understand. Some 
day, unless we act wisely, they 
are going to say to their leaders: 
“How did it happen that you 
didn’t tell us what our actions

In addition, we must remember 
that other nations are watching 
us today, because the trend in the 
world is towards socialism and we 
are the greatest democratic capi- 
talist nation.

IT IS NOT so much our gov- 
ernment which has failed to un- 
derstand our world situation, it is 
our industrialists who have failed 
to give leadership in the economic 
field. Labor, too, should have had 
the world point of view. But both 
have served what they imagined 
were their immediate profits 
rather than the greater profit of 
learning to work co-operatively 
and giving leadership in a broad 
point of view to our whole citi- 
zenry. In the long run, the world 
point of view is the only one 
which will benefit the United 
States of America as a whole.
